ing tliere to lie on hand for the 18H!I boimi 
early, nnd boinn it will, if tho old pivis- 
pector's lejjonds and the way thoy arc in- 
tended, go for auyht- -tlliit is, Ikjuuib coinu 
big every calendar year ending with a 
nine, and as to the interpretation there it 
is, Kootenai tirst, last and all the time. 

As to the claims, work is progressing 
woll and duvulopmunts fully equal to ex- 
pectations. Tlio most notable improvu- 
niont is in the Hhie Hull claim, the only 
one ever partly opened on tlio east .side of 
the lake. At a depth .if 120 feet it now 
allows forty feut of coiicuntroting ore, 
with oro still in the face of the broBB-CUt, 
and tho ore shows a iiiarkod impruvomont 
in grade over the suvface prospect, now 
riiniiiiig from 25 to 40 ounces as against 
12 to 20 on to]). Tills la tho bit; claim of 
tho camp, but like many other very laiyo 
ones it does not grade up in iissay vidiiu 
with tho majority of Hiualler onea. 

'I'he Krao (the t'wst ore shi[)ped from 
Britisli Columbia) this fall opened a rich 
shoot of sulphide oro, with wiro silver 
massed together in places through it and 
at present a force is at work sinkii^ to 
catuh the vein at 70 feet depth. At pru- 
aoiit thoro is no tolling what tho result 
will 1)0. Corluiiily the priispeets aro very 
ro.sy for a ),;reat .strike. This slinnt diji.s 
straight iindor a cave over 10(1 feet long, 
which theory aays was formed by a b dy 
resettling after formation, most of tho 
crude ore being a carbonate and veryaoft. 
Theory may be right. 

The No. 1 claim, the last of last sum- 
mer's big tiiida, is being opened by a tun- 
nel to tap tho vein at about -00 foot 
depth. The aurfiice work rosultod in t In: 
ghipnient this fall of twenty tniis of 200- 
ounco oro, and when top work ceased tlio 
prospects tally justitied tlic driving of the 
tunnel 200 feet lower. The spring will 
see this tunnel completed, as tho work is 
being pushed with a vim. 

The Little Donald is being opened with 
a good-sized crew of men. It shipped 
forty t<iiis of 7o-ouncu oro tliis fall and at 
present cotild duplicate tho shipment. All 
work is done directly on the ledge, whicii 
is large and reasunably soft; still water 
has started progress somewhat. The 
claim certainly shows to advantage over 
this fall's appearance, aa the ore has 
steadily improved in value, one small 
seam running about 1,300 ounces per ton, 
while tho bulk of ore averages about 
150 ounces. 

Tho result of the development of this 
claim and a new and grand strike on the 
Spokane claim has induced the owners of 
the Maeatio, lying between tho two, to 
put on a force at once and open up. Tho 
Spokane strike referred to is in a vein on 
tlio property l.eret.iforo CDUsidered seciii- 
dary to tho vein ui)iiii which the woik was 
done last summer, and upon which tin; 
s'lle of a portion of the property w,-ia 
based, and which on tho surface showe.l 
merely a largo vein of ((iiartz, with specks 
of metal scattered throughout it. The 
unexpectedly early closing of tlie Koo- 
tenai river last fall prevented its owners 
getting in an ample winter supply of [jro- 
viaions, bo thoy left bill one man with the 
property, and ho lias made his pressure 
felt by working at tlie handiest place on 
tho claim and uncovering about tivo feet 
of miiioral assaying forty-live outieos of 
silver and tkbout fifty-five per cent of lead. 

Of the GaUagliur famil;^ of elaima, tho 
"Let Her Go Gallagher" la being ojiened 
by a force of six men, who are sinking, 
but the eomini; week will cross cut and 
tap the vein at seventy feet deep. Fifty- 
two tons of 115-ounco oro wero shipped 
from his claim this fall, and all taken out 
in sinking but eiglitoen feut, and all mined 
and sa.^kiiil by one man fast enough to 
keep a tifteen-aiiinial pack-train at work 
getting tho ore to tho lake. This claim was 
discovered last .June, and the .slnpiueiits 
of ore in so short a liin.i, ci.nai.lcring that 
four miles of e.xiieiiaive trail had to bo 
made and winter buildiiiga of some i)ro- 
tence erected, as well us gutting in the 
first pack train ever at the lake, speaks 
for itself, and add to this that the claim 
shows mure of tho same kind of ore that 
was taken out and you have a jiretty good 
jirospect for a mini'. The present ainking 
was begun on a rich shoot of ore, but after 
following it north lo its dip it gradually 
turned to tho west, and rather than butch- 
er up the shaft it was decided to sink 
straight down, ta]) the vein, and if (J. K. 
drift out to the surface and at the same 
time drive a deep down tunnel. 

Tho Daddy tiallaghor has sunk 24 feut 
this winter and shows fiboiit the same 
characteristics as its rel.ativo, Let Her ilo 
(ialUgher, but tho oro so far is not so 
liigli grailo nor so abundant. Tho Wh.ia 
Gallagher, Young tiallaglior and Oalla- 
giier'a Grave are idle for tho winter, but 
they will be in the hunt another year.

THE ROSLYN TBOUBLB. 

Armed .Strikers Attack, But do Little Injury 
—They Threaten to Burn the Mines— The 
Milltlu to be Calleil Out. 

Helenshi.-roh, W. T., Jan. 21. — The 
strike still continues at Koslyn, which 
lirosjjects good for some lively times. 
Sheriff Packwood to-day called on Gov. 
Semple for troops, so as to bo able to 
cope with the strikers. This afternoon 
the governor telegraphed that lie svould 
bo at Roalyn in person to-uioirow, and 
review tho situation before calling out the 
militia. 

Saturday night about sixty strikers, 
fully armed, invaded Cle-chim and at- 
tempted to clean out the town. Tliey 
hrst assaulted W. J. Reed, proprietor of 
the Rood house, but were held at bay by 
armed force, the mob meanwhile freely 
making threats to burn tho house to the 
!/round, also firing off their revolvers to 
torrorisco the citi/.ens, but did not shoot 
any one, and liiially withdrew, after 
In'oaking some glass and injuring one man 
slightly. 

Tho company say that thoy intend to 
put in new men as fast as possible, and 
will not try to compromise with the 
strikers, who number about COO men, fully 
armed. Thoy have taken a stand against 
tho new men, and are in full possossion of 
Roslyn, freely making threats to burn the 
mines. Shorifi' Rock wood says order can- 
not bo restored or mines operated with the 
new luon without tho assistance of the 
militia. 

Intimidation runs to such an extent 
that in attempting tp,^servi9, some warrunta 
to-day on persons interested in the Clo- 
oliim trouble the constable was unable to 
securn identitioatioii of the Jiarties. 

Va.ncouvkr, NV.T. ,.Iati. 21. — (jovernor

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COLLECTOR ROtiSH DISMISHAL. 

The iliBinissal of OoUeotor Robs will be 
u warning to men in a similar posikion in 
all pirts of the Dominion to keep within 
the line of their instruetions. The dis 
oretion allowed to collectors of customs is 
necessarily exceedingly limited. They 
have the law for tlioir guidance and it 
would never do to pcriint them to disro 
gard it in any single instance. It ia 
their bitsine.-is t(. carry out tho law and 
not to amend it or modify it in any par 
ticular. 'J'liey may make nustakes with 
regaid to its interpretation without' much 
blame, but to ignore it altogether or to do 
what it forbids is wholly inexcusable. In 
the case of tho Babson there was, it ilp 
pears, no room for a miatiike. The law 
distinctly forbids the collector to allow 
any Anjerican tisliernian who ia notliccns 
ed inider the mudus rivendi to tranship 
lisii in a Caiiadiiin port. There may bo 
circimistances uniler which it is very hard 
on tlie lisliennan to insist on a rigid on 
forceinent of the law, but it is not for the 
collector to consider those circumstances. 
He may represent them to his superior 
but that is the most he can do. He niust 
wait for the decision of tlie Department 
and ttct upon it when it does come. Tho 
The matter on which lie transgressed was 
one iif no ordinary importance. The 
privilege of transliip|]ing lish is one of the 
subjects in dispute between the British 
and the American govurinnent.s. The Anj 
oricana claim this j)rivilego as of right, 
Tho British hold that tho Americans 
have Voluntarily renounced this privilege 
by the treaty of 1818. It was not for a 
Canadian colleetor of customs to give up 
the British contention and to embarrasa 
bis government by permitting American 
fishermen to tranship iiah contrary'to 
law and to the Britisii interpretation of 
tlio treaty of 1.S18. The Canadian Gov- 
ernment eoidd not nflord to overlook so 
tiagr,\nt an od'once. If tho Dominion 
authorities took n(j notice of Collector 
lioHs's violation of the law and the regu 
Intioiifi of the department, the Amorioan 
(iiivernnient would soon interpret its in- 
dulgence to mean that it did not believe 
in its own construction of the treaty, and 
was either afraid or unwilling to maintain 
tho position it had taken. The precedent 
of the Babson woUld be quoted to justify 
other violations of the treaty and to give 
fresh ground for the old claims. It is 
evident that, under the circuinataaces, nu 
other conrau was open to the (jovornment 
then to diaiiii.Ha Mr. Robs. It is unfortu- 
nate tiiat the llalifa.x collector was an 
apjxjinteo of the McKen^io (Jovornment. 
Tho Opposition will be apt to make a 
grievance out of his dismissal. It will 
most likely be said that if he was a sup 
porter of he Government hq would be 
dealt with more leniently. But we be 
lieve that if he had been the staunchest 
of Conservatives no mtluence could have 
saved him. ilis otl'eiice was one of intor- 
inilional inijiortniice. Keasona of state 
re(|uired his cli.sniissal, and those reasons 
would in any case Imvo overbalanced all 
merely party considoiations. 

FBOlimiTION AND Al'I'F/riTE. 

A light betwciiu aijpetito and legisla- 
tive prohibition iiaa been going ou in 
China for a great many years with a very 
Bingular result. In China the cultivation 
of the poppy for tlie purpose of the pro- 
duction of opium is illegal. The punish 
inont of raising and smoking opium was at 
one time ile.itli. Twenty-live years agt 
very little o|iiuin indeed was produced in 
China. The (Jiiiuin sinokera had to do 
jjend upon indiu for the supply of the 
drut,' ; now in tliu face of tho noniinally 
stringent proiiiSitory law oi)iinn is pro- 
duced in nearly every province of China. 
In all parts of the empire except tlie ii^ 
ianda of Forraoss uiid Hainan it 
is produced in substantial , quan- 
titip.'», In tho province of Szochuen 
twenty niilli ns of pouuds is produced, 
in Vminow nearly us much is raised. It 
is eatiinatcd that one-third of tho land in 
that ])rovince uiiilor cultivation is devoted 
to raising the |>oppy. Tho province of 
Szechueii contains a population of twenty 
niilli<in% < )f tiii.s p(jpiilation sovon-tentha 
of the adult males have contracted the 
habit of smoking opium. In all ])arts of 
China; . the number of oi>iuni smokera is 
immehbo' and tliuBO addicted to 'iho habit 
are continually on tho iucroase. All the 
native grown opium is consumod and 
there is still a very great deal inipurt«d 
from India. . . • . i 

Whun the Chinese ilrst began to pro- 
4uoe opium tliey were very uuikilful and { 



the article was in quality greatly inferior 
to that imported from India. But in the 
faoe of the prohibitoiy law they have 
gone on improving the product of the 
poppy fielda miJilrnowimany, oven of the 
rich and luxurioua Ohinameu, prefer the 
native-grown to that imported. Chinese 
opium is comparatively cheap. It being 
a forbidden article, th« Government is 
not supposed to know that it is produced 
within tho Empire at all. It is therefore 
not taxed, and its products can undersell 
India opium, which is subject to very 
heavy taxation, both whore it is raised 
and in China. Although: such;: immense 
quantities of opium are '' raised ,in Ohiua,' 
the. quantity imported from Iiidia'has not 
greatly diminished. The' only effect wliich 
the cultivation of tho poppy in China has 
on Indian opium is to lower its price. 

One would suppose that if a prohibitive 
law could bo enforced anywhere, it would 
be in China. Tlioro tho authority of tho 
Emperor is, in theory at any rate, un- 
limited, yet with all his power over tho 
lives aa well as the property of his sub- 
jects, the Emperor of China baa not been 
able to prevent the cultivation of the pop- 
py within his domiiiions and, in the face 
of his prohibitory decrees, the consump- 
tion of opium has gone on increasing 
amung his subjects at a most alarming 
rate. In tho light between prohibition 
and appetite in China, prohibition has 
been badly beaten, 

UIGULANDEnH AS IMMiaiiANTS. 

The news from Scotland is that the 
crofters are in a very unhappy condition. 
The meagro crops that their patches of 
poor land produce have ultogotlior failed. 
Their potatooa are exhausted, and they 
have little or nothing left to keep soul 
and body together. The Trades and La- 
bour.Council of Toronto, in the plenitude 
of its wisdom, protested against the im- 
migration of these crofters to the North- 
west and other parts of Canada. This 
protest showed that the members of the 
Trade and Labor Council kntm- very little 
about tho nature of tho Scutch High- 
lander or of the economic and social his- 
tory of Canada. If they knew anything 
of tho Sci^tch character they would have 
been convinced that these poor people, 
miserable as their present condition is, 
possess capabilities that it is no exaggera- 
tion to say are : unlimited. Wo need only 
mention their names to convince any in- 
telligentCanadian that there is in them the 
material out of which the most useful, tho 
most enterprising, and in every way the 
most capable citizens are made. The 
McDonalds, the McKenzies, tho MeLeods, 
the Mathosons, the McLeans, tho Mc- 
Millans, the Ros.'ses, the McUaes, 
and very nmny others bearing the 
same family names as these de- 
spised :and qpprjsssed croftetf hare done 
their full share towards making Canada 
what it ia to-day. They and their de- 
scendants are to be found in every walk of 
life doing good work for themselves and for 
Canada. Although there are many bear- 
ing these names who have attained hon- 
orable poaikions in every province in the 
Dominion, and hundreds of thousaud.s 
who, if they have not attained toeminonce, 
are ruapected and esteemed as honorable 
auvi useful members of society, compara- 
tively few aru to be found among the 
criminal and the pauper classes. Give 
the Scotch Highlander half a chance and 
he will work hard and .perseveringly to 
improve hia condition; He is proud and 
he' ia ambitious, uiid his adaptability to the 
oircdmstances in which he is' placed has 
become proverbial. There is no reason 
to believe that men of the Hiifhland race 
have degenerated. Placo him where tho 
conditions are equally favorable, and ho 
will do as well in every respect as hia 
clansmen did fifty, eighty, or a hundred 
years ago. 

If these crofters immigrate to Canada, 
they will nut make fortunes in five or six 
yeurs. 'They are not used to the work of 
the country, ttnd it will take them some 
time to learn. But they are teachable. 
They will struggle on for years working 
hard, and living hard, it may bs, but they 
will keep on improving. Many of them 
will becuiue comfortable and indupendeiit, 
and their children will be as competontto 
do tlieir share towards the improve- 
ment and the elevation of the country 
as any men it contains. We have seen 
the Highland immigrant struggling against 
advene circumstances, -and wo know 
whereof wo affirm. We are quite satis- 
fied that if these Crofters come to Canada 
thoy will make good citizens and will 
teach the members of the Trade and La- 
bor Council and tlioir duscciidants lessons 
in liberality and good citiiienship which 
thoy may very badly need. 

We notice that a luirrov.'nefis is mani- 
festing itself in many parts of Canada that 
does not speak well for the intelligence 
aiid foresight of many of its inhabitants. 
Men who were but the other day ii!?mi- 
granta themselves have become jealous 
kiid exclusive, and are doing what they 
can to discourage immigration. A few 
years' settlement in tho country does not 
give those people exclusive rights. Crof- 
ters and others huvu (juitu as good a right 
to come into Canaila in 188!) as they had 
in 1880, or porlia])3 later. There is plenty 
of room in tho Dominion for a pui)uliUi(jn 
many times greater than it contains. But 
the new-comers should go where thuy uro 
wanted. In old times the immi- 
grunt did not dream of loafing about 
the towns.' He' aMd his, family 
often voiry , poorly equipped for the strug- 
gle they were about to begin, went di- 
rectly to the places where thoy intended 
to settle and coiniiienced without any de- 
lay to how a farm for theniHulves out of 
tho forest. It was hard and at times dia- 
coura^iiig work, but they had health and 
courage ar.d a determination to succeed. 
And they did succeed. How many of those 
who aani»,<o[i)t{Co^querors in this contest 
with the foroos of nature were Highland- 
ers the aaseftsment rolls of almost every 
settlement in every province ot Canada 
show. And therois no reason to believe that 
those crofters would not prosper quite as 
well as the men of their race have done in 
every county and village and town and 
city in tho broad Dominion.

for the boldiiiR of the eoinin({ oleelion ; and it is 
further provided, that the polling, if any, at 
such election shall bo bad and taken at such 
place or places iiH t he Council shall by Hy-Luw 
appoint ; tberefiu'e, 

lie it enacted by the ('ouneil of the Corpora- 
tion of the City of Victoria as follows ■

DANGER IN SAUERKRAUT. 

A Barrol of tlie Fraerant StniT Sxplodeii 

and Nearly KIUb n Man. 
.r Another dangerous explosive has been 
discovered, says the Cleveland Prcsn. It is 
sauerkraut A Philadelphia man made the 
discovery. He put a lot of f rosh sauerkraut 
in a barrel and then sealed it up tight. Somo 
days later ho wandered dowm cellar to see 
how the kraut was prosiiering. Suddenly 
tho family was startled by a terrilir racket, 
and the next nirjiiienl, the man raine out of 
the rellar ill !i groat hurry. At least it is 
prosuiiied that Ik; was in a groat hurry, Ijo- 
causi- ho did not wait to rutiie up the stair- 
way, Ijut iMiiio rigid uptlirough the hard- 
Wood Hour ami m.'vor stojjij.'d until he had 
driven his hoail half way through the roil- 
ing. Whoa holiiially dmiiiird to thi' lloor it 
was nulieod thai tlioro wasaii irrogiilar row 
of barrel staves st irking out of his side. 
His iiersoiial aiipoarance was some- 
what disi'L uraging to his best friends. 
There was sauerkraut in his eyes and ears 
uiul wiiiskrrs. In fart, there apprarod 
\tj be more or loss sauerkraut han;,'- 
ing out of every jioro id' his .'^kiu, and he 
seemed visibly ag'italod. The principal 
reason for boiirviii;; that he was agitated 
was lioeauso he yelled so loud that tlic 
iioighliurs (Iroppod evory tiling and raine 
nishiiig out of their houses in a terrilile 
fri;,'lit. After the exeitrinrnl. had subsidoil 
KUflleieiitly to make an investigation, it was 
found I h.a. there was a six-iurh plastering 
of sauerkraut over the walls and every 
thing idse in the collar. The barrel of 
sauerh-raul had exploded. Since this little 
incident took piare, a German siaeulist, 
who keeps a stand on tho nmrlcot and (nits 
UJ) ne-.rly live liiiiidred cabbages a day, has 
explained to a venturesome reporter that 
when a cask id' kraut is sealed when very 
fresh, then! is sur<> to ho more or less 
trouble. As the stulT ferments it swells, 
and if it is in a lightly-corked barrel a cask 
of gunpowder is hardly mere dangerous. 
Now discoveries aro constantly rovolutiou- 
izing old methods, and wo may yet live to 
see the war-like nations of the earth firing 
sauerkraut at (>ach other.

LANGUAGE. 



Ilow CoiivIrtB Coniiminl.-atR In Splto of 
tlio Itlust JUf^liI DLscipIiiiu. 

Incidents that must necessarily follow 
from iutorcnmmuiiieatiou often happen in 
lionitentiaries whore tho rules are rigid 
and surveillance so eloso that a convict is 
novor from under tho cyo of a guard or 
taskmaster, says tho Indiana])olis Joufnt. 
.Vo matter to what extreme the rule [iro- 
hibitiiig eonversiition between convicts may 
be enforreil, they lind some iiieana by 
which to inform tlieniselves of what Us go- 
ing on or what is to occur. Hut, luoro than 
this, a convict may conceive the wh a of 
escape or revolt, and for him to eomnniiii- 
.'iito it to one he wishes to havi: as an ac- 
■omiilire is not ilillicult. They bring others 
into the plot or plan until twenty or tliirty 
know il, details for the carrying out of 
which euch is assigned ids particular iHirt. 
I'his necessitates u thorough explanation 
of ininiilie and calls for a system of com- 
nniiiiriitioii for which a limited use of signs 
would not answer. Tho system, whatever 
It is, involves, no doubt, an ohiboration of 
signs, aided whonovor chanco offers the 
means by written conmiuiiieation. Tho 
^eorot, use of tho latter means for expros.s- 
iiig ideas and pur[)0»es will not answer for 
tlio couipletenoHs of information convicts ob- 
lainof what takes plaeo in prison walls, for, 
whether any thing occurs in tho olUce or the 
most distant part of tho prison, within llf- 
treii minutes there is not a convirt who 
does not know all about it. renitoutinry 
oftlcials have tried again aud again to oh- 
t.iin even a clow to tho system, but, they 
are no nearer ii solution than when t hoy 
llrst began to investigate tho matter. They 
know Ihore is n system, and that it rests on 
signs, but whether on those made with 
fingers, oyos and lips, or tho bringing into 
play of other features, or whether it de- 
pends on all together, thoy do not know. 
Prisoners, toenrry favor With the oiUciuls, 
idten tell them what they have loaiTied 
from other conviets. Thoy go to the especial 
trouble at limes in exiiosliig plots, and are 
ready to reveal every thing except the 
means by whieli they learned tho facts. No 
convict has yet glvon tlie slightest sugges- 
tion ^vhich would lead to the discovery of 
the secret that has defied the shrewdest dc»- 
leetives. "1 have seen," said an ex -prison 
olllcial, " two convicts, six feetapart, facing 
each other. They did not utter a word, nor 
could I discern the slightest move- 
ment of the lips or eyes, yot I know 
thoy were commnnicathig something. 
Thoygazed at each other for a moment or 
two'before I had a chanco to interfere, buti 
am .satisfied that one told the other all ho 
wished to tell." 

Attorney-General Michener relates an in- 
cident or two showing tho tjorfection to 
which the convicts have carried their sys- 
tem-of conveying information among them- 
selves. On his first visit to JofCorSon ville to 
look into the matterof Jack Howard's short- 
coming as AVarden of the Southern prison 
bo was sitting in tho oQicc of the prison ono 
afternoon, when thoDoinity Warden or some 
other subordinate askeil him if he did not 
wish to go through the shops. It was S'uiie- 
tliiiig ho did not expect to do, but, arreptiiiL,' 
tho invitation, thoy passed through tluiiiiior 
gates, croHsiug the llrst coU-rooiiis, out into 
the court-yard and across tbatdirertly to 
tho shoo factory. They wore not Ihreo 
minutes in going, nor did thoy stop any- 
where until tlio<v roaehed tho fartory. Tho 
.■^^ttornoy-t;onoral had gone but a few I'i'ot 
into the room with the prison otllrers when 
a roiivict storied up, and, aslting tho hitter 
if ho {.'oukl speak to the gentleman with l/jii, 
said, on iieniiissioii being given him: Vou 
are the Attorney-General''' 
"Yes," was the only reply of that officer, 
"Your name is Mirlieuer*'' 
"Yes; but how do you know that! I have 
never seen you before." 

"That is true, nor did I ever see you un- 
til now, although I am from .Shelby Coun- 
ty." Ho then went on to toll who bo was, 
where he lived in tho rounty, ami what he 
had done to bring him into the penitent iary. 
I3nt the convict gave the Attoriioy-( I'oiu'ral 
further cause for wonder by teUiiig him 
that he knew of liis roaehing the city the 
day before, how many visits lie had made 
to tho prison, and for what puiT>osc. 

Leaving the shoo factory the Attorney- 
General and prison ofllcer went into aiiollior 
room, separated from the lirst by an inter- 
vening room, and with neither of whioli 
could auy person in the thu d have direct 
communication. Hero Mr. Miohcnor was 
apjiroaclicd by another convict, who told 
him about what tho first had done, except 
he asked him to see the Governor in his be- 
half. Ooiug to tho foundry, which is ti con- 
siderable distance from the shoe factory, 
the third convict came up to the Attornoy- 
Geuerai tho instant he entered tho room. 
This man had the Identity of the visitor and 
tho cause of his coming to Jeffersonville 
as a,ccurately a» the other two. lb ais , 
wanted a ' pardon. On their way to 
another building the prison <^cials auid 
to Mr. Michener: "Every convict who 
cared to know had all information 
about who you are and why you have come 
within a fow minutes after you camo ins'ide 
of the prison door. Tho conviets havo no 
privilege of writing or speaking to each 
ot her, but so perfect is their system of com- 
municating with each otherthal in forming 
plans to escape they can agree on tine', 
leaders, methods and signal.^. Hut ;lle|■l^ 
is always somo convict who, thou uh nut, in 
the plot, learns all about It, and tells the 
details to the oflieers. Investigati.iiiiilways 
brings to light enough incidents to ro.ivim.'o 
us tlml their iiluiiK an; being fi,riiio(l roii- 
stantl.y. Just after Warden I'aiion took 
charge three plauii of uniting were discov- 
ered and tliwiu-te<l in our day." 

All ex-prison olllriai said rerently 
long ago I tiXiU a convii't to .'Mirlugi 
I reached the jirison al-M)ut eight o'riurlc in 
tho evening, after all tht' nuivirts hml hern 
locked up in their colls. No one luiew of 
my being there but the ofliror in rbiirgL- at 
that time of night. 1 did not stay ImiL'or 
than live minutes, but turning over my pris- 
oner I went to the hotel aud to bod. When 
I came down t<j breakl'asl the next niern- 
ing there was iiniessoiiger from the in isuu 
stating that such and aarii a ronvin \ .mird 
to see me. A half-dozen in all wished to 
Imve inn to come out to thoni. liuw tliev 
knew I was there nobody laiows. I'risoii 
ofilciaJii are constaiitJy seeing the ell'n'is uf 
eommumcaticn among tho convicts, but can 
not detect t he system." 

Furo 'Water as BtotUcInn. 

Dr. Brunten says, hi ihoPractHuturr, tliat 
water is, perhaps, the most powe r f a 1 1 U u re li e 
that wo possess.
